AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL NOTES 


Rat Banquet to Be Served on | 


November 14 

All rats in Essex county will be given a big | 
banquet on the night of November 14. 
County Agent Smith has decided that rats 
have been causing too much loss on farms and 
other places and is organizing a county- 
wide campaign. As everyone knows, rats are 
migratory animals, so that an individual 
working alone makes little progress, but if his 
neighbors join the drive, the results will be 
more permanent, 

The “big feed’’ will be prepared under the 
supervision of the chef, Ernest M. Mills of the 
U.S. Biological Survey. Three different kinds 
of tempting baits will be used. In order to 
make this the rats’ last feast, a new poison 
will be added to the ingredients which is | 
called “powdered red squill”. This material 
is a specific for rats and mice but has not been 
known to kill humans, dogs, cats, poultry or 
other domestic animals. | 

Each complete package of bait will be 
sufficient for the average set of buildings. 
The bait is easy to use; it is simply dis-| 
tributed in small pieces about the infested | 
places. Complete instructions will come with | 
every lot. |

Those Ballardvale Seventh Graders 
When a pastor becomes a pastor emeritus, 
naturally he has more leisure. I have used 
some of my recently acquired time out in 


| Visiting the celebrated Ballardvale seventh 
grade pupils of our town. Half of them (13 in | 
number) are to be found in the Bradlee 


| s¢ hool, where they share a sunny room with 
the ten pupils of the sixth grade. The other 
half are two miles away in the Stowe school, 
indistinguishable among the one hundred and 
| fourteen boys and girls in the four 7th grade 
| rooms 

Aside from a science like arithmetic, one 
; would hardly know that the two sets of 
| pupils are studying the same lessons 
Bradlee 13 are being taught on the “know 
your textboo methed. Except for im 
| provements in the books and the skill of the 
teacher, it is the same method by which I was 
| taught 55 years ago. In the Stowe school, on 
| the other hand, knowledge of what the book 
said is assumed to a degree, and on the basis 
of the book the lesson period in several of the 
courses is taken up by a discussion of the facts 
which have just been learned and of their 
| larger aspects. 

lor one, I am not sure that 7th grade pu- 
pils can wisely give over the whole lesson 
| period to discussion of facts which have they 
grasped imperfectly. But the question of 
teaching-methods is not the question which 
essentially divides the Bradlee school from 
the Stowe School. Either method might be 
used in either school. The more stubborn 
difference between them is that one is a 
small village graded school and the other is a 
larger (though still small) consolidated grade 
school 

Ballardvale is a pleasant village on a 
bright October day. Andover street is peace 


| ful. The view across to the high ground which

prolongs Andover hill is very pretty 
prospect from the Bradlee school steps is a 
glory of misty color. The room shared by the 
6th and 7th grades is attractive and cheerful 
The teacher, Miss Hill, is one of the best in 
our town. The atmosphere of her room is 
noticeably calm, restful, happy. The natural 
father heart and mother heart feel instinc 
tively, “That is where I want my child 
to be.” 

To be sure, in a room occupied by two 
grades there cannot be much quiet. When the 
7th grade is not reciting, the 6th grade is. The 
7th grade listens to the 6th grade, and the 6th 
grade listens to the 7th. Transition from a 
quiet study period to a recitation period 
means a drop of at least 25 per cent studying 
efficiency in the non-reciters. In the Stowe 
school there are no non-reciters in the reci 
tation room. Except for the reciting class, the 
room is empty. The various classes pass 
hither and thither to be taught in each room 
by a specialist. Much depends on whether 
she is a good specialist; but at least she has 
the nervous energy saved in teaching only 
one subject, and the experienced wisdom 
gained in teaching the same lesson several 
times. Futhermore, in the village school there 
is but one grade within the grade. The pace 
of the slowest pupil does something towards 
setting the steps for all the others. But in the 
consolidated school a certain ability is pos- 
sible to grade the grade. Before the year is 
far advanced, 114 pupils can be divided into 
four divisions, and, while the groundwork of 
their lessons will be the same each week, 
Division A will get broader, richer material 
than Division D will receive, Even if the 
village school should double or triple its 
attendance, the consolidated school would 
retain this advantage. And finally the con- 
solidated school is able to indulge in a more 
satisfying curriculum than the small graded 
school. Small numbers forbid special classes 
in cewing and carpentry, and this is a pity, 
for those studies promote future accuracy 
and home efficiency and economy, besides 
interesting some pupils who are no stars in 
history and geography. The same small 
numbers limit, if they do noy forbid, the 
school clubs which are formed in the con- 
solidated school to develop individual tastes 
and skills. 

If I were a Batlardvale parent, would I 
transfer my child up town? Not necessarily 
Children differ. Even if the teaching methods 
were the same, a shy, self-distrustful child 
would do better in the Bradlee school; while, 
as things are, there are some Ballardvale 
children who are not ready for the high school 
methods which are partly in use up town. If I 
were the proprietor of a particularly large 7th 
| grade boy or girl, I should send him up in the 
bus tomorrow, provided the school super 
intendent would allow it, and I should do 
the same with those children brighter than 
the average. Contrariwise, I might want to 
recall some of the Ballardvalians now in the 
Stowe school, and place them again under 
the careful individual discipline of Miss 
Grace Hill.

The steel-jawed trap was invented about 
the time of the civil war and is recognized as 
the most cruel and dangerous device in legal 
inefhiciently managed and

them practically useless. That the trend is 
toward laxity is evidenced by the proposal of 
the Codification Commission that minors 
twelve years old be given the right to use | 
torture types of traps. }

ROGER W. BABSON SAYS STAGE IS BEING 
SET FOR UPTURN IN COMMODITY PRICES 


We Cannot Go on Indefinitely Consuming 1g More Thar Than Ww e Produce — A Buying Vacuum Is 
Being Created for Many Goods—Bearish Factors Are Now Well Discounted 
and Stage for Upward Movement Is Being Set 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, October 17, 
1930, 

History shows, and recent events have 
proved that during periods of depression, 
sentiment becomes a greater influence in 
determining prices than fundamental eco 
nomic facts. Thus the pendulum of values 
tends to swing too far on the down side and 
wide gaps appear between the selling price 
and cost of production of many commodities 
Today the average price of basic materials 
used in industry has slumped down to the 
1915 levels. Average agricultural prices have 
reached the 1922 laws. These are merely 
averages. Many individual commodities have 
declined much more. We have to go back to 
1914 to find a comparable price for cotton, 
1896 for copper, 1915 for iron, and 1907 for 
wheat. Rubber, silk, and sugar have never 
before in history sold as low as now 

Today we find that certain producers’ 
inventories continue heavy, as in copper and 
lumber, but that stocks on hand in many 
retail lines have been reduced to abnormally 
low levels. For example, retail stocks of 
cotton goods are reported at the lowest levels 
in years. The same situation exists in other 
fundamental lines. We cannot go on indefi- 
nitely consuming more than we produce 
That is what the figures show we are now 
doing in some commodities. Consumption 
has fallen off only 10 per cent whereas pro- 
duction has fallen off 20 per cent. A buying 
vacuum is being created for many goods. 


Major and Minor Price Swings 


There are two types of movements in 
commodity prices. First, there is the so- 
called major trend; and second, the minor 
swing. Charting commodity prices from 1901 
to date we obtain a striking picture of the 
major trend, For twenty years the trend 
seems to be upward, gradual at first and then 
rising almost vertically during the boom 
period. A peak is reached, the bubble bursts 
and prices crash drastically. Following the 
shakedown at first, the decline becomes more 
gradual, extending over a period of about 
thirty years. The high points of these major 


trends were reached in 1814, 1865, and 1920, 
which corresponds roughly with the ending of 
the Napoleonic, Civil and World wars. If any 
reliance is to be placed upon history we are 
still in a declining phase of the major price 
cycle, which started downward in 1920 

It will also be noted, however, that during 
these long term declines there are temporary 
upward movements of much shorter dura- 
tion. These minor swings often assume con- 
siderable violence. Obviously, we are now 
close to the bottom of one of the minor swings 
and the logical inference is that a recovery 
should follow. Later, the major downward 
trend, which is a gradual process and not 
accompanied by any catastrophic symptoms 
may be resumed. The things that hurt busi- 
ness are the sharp and drastic price declines 
such as we had in 1920 and 1921, and such as 
we have had from the middle of 1929 to the 
present. As for the short term trend of prices, 
I am of the opinion that the bearish factors 
are now well discounted and that the stage 
for an upward movement is being set

Foreign Strengthen 


Political disturbances and revolts through- 
out the world are being blamed by some for 
the demoralized price situation. There are, 
however, two sides to this question. Rubber is 
so low because the Far East and South Ameri- 
ca have greatly over-produced, If that is so, 
the recent political outbreaks in South Ameri- 
ca and India should be construed as a bullish 
rather than bearish factor on prices for rubber 
and coffee. Any marked interruption in the 
normal flow of commodities from foreign 
countries, such as revolutions cause, would 
reduce the surplus of these commodities with 
resulting price advance, Certainly no one 
wants to see a revolution in Cuba, but if one 
did occur it is a safe bet that sugar prices 
would reflect it by an upward movement. 
Hence, instead of dumping these foreign 
commodities overboard because of reports of 
political revolution, the astute buyers are 
placing contracts. 

Of course, general European unrest and 


economic depression does not help our export 
trade, but it is the raw materials that have 
declined most in price, whereas with the 
exception of cotton and wheat we export 
mostly manufactured goods. Incidentally, 
it is no mere happenstance that the shrewd 
grain and cotton buyers of Germany and 
Great Britain have taken more wheat and 
cotton from the American markets in the 
past two months than they have any two 
months for the past two years. Cotton ex 
ports advanced 62 per cent in August over 
August, 1929. Wheat exports advanced 38 
per cent, and were at the highest point since 
October, 1928. 


Position of Principal Groups 

All commodity prices do not move alike. 
This makes it absolutely necessary to study 
carefully the factors influencing specific 
commodities. The near term prospects for the 
principal groups of commodities appears to 
be about as follows: Dairy prices should see 
some further seasonal improvement. Food 
prices should be somewhat firmer. Fuel 
prices tend to strengthen due to seasonal 
factors. Grain prices are erratic, but are ex- 
pected to recover from the extreme lows in 
the months ahead. Industrial prices have 
well discounted unfavorable business factors 
and should improve with a pick-up in busi 
ness. Live stock prices are irregular with 
downward reactions probable. Metals are 
still easy in price, but appear well shaken 
down. Textiles are attractively low although 
a very early upturn trend appears likely 

If one were selling fur coats in the West 
Indies, or electric fans in Labrador, he might 
well expect endless price-cutting. With such 
commodities as cotton, however, which the 
world needs every year to the extent of 
25,000,000 bales, and will continue to need in 
the future, the present extreme low level will 
not endure, The same is true of copper, iron 
and steel, sugar, rubber, wheat, and other 
basic commodities that are selling far below 
their intrinsic value. 

Business by the Babsonchart now registers
